Potato Sprayers Will 
i Be Used in York County 



l' "Improved methods of potato 
f;'vculture have made such strides 
f locally in the past three or four 
£ years that commercial growers 
are now planning almost cnttrc- 
t ly on power sprayers and dust- 
£ crs," Agricultural Representative 
W. M. Cockhurn said this week. 
"Owing to restrictions in the 
production of farm machinery* 
the 18 or 20 York county grow- 
ers who have ordered power 
dusters have been required to 
■undertake, on contract, the dust- 
ing of 50 acres or more of 
custom dusting. 

"Although orders were placed 

last November in order to get a 
larger number of the machines 
i' imported, bottleneck on parts 
E and army inductions have held 
i up delivery of the implements. 
f ; One company, held up for a 
| time on the engines for the dust - 
f ers, is now making deliveries 
' and expects to make York coun- 
ty deliveries this week," said 
$ Mr. Cockburn. 

As many fields are now ready 
to dust, Mr. Cockburn is hoping 
j. to arrange with the more for- 
j; * tunate operators to help out 
£ other custom operators to take 
care of their customers and thus 
save the potato crop till the 
other machines are delivered. 



Postmaster General W. P. 
Mulock. M.R for North York, 
announced last week that, effec- 
tive June 19, a new system will 
go into effect for the sending 
of cigarettes to the armed forces 
in Italy. 

Under the new system, add- 
ressed labels, representing cigar- 
ettes ordered in Canada, will be 
airmailed to Iialy. On arrival 
there post office officials will 
affix the labels to cigarettes 
drawn from a large reserve, 
built up by bulk shipments, and 
send them on to the addressee. 

Col. Mulock said it was hoped 
a similar system would soon be 
in effect for troops in Britain 
and France. He said that poss- 
ibly v/ithin a month armed 
forces personnel overseas will 
be able to buy cigarettes direct 
from depots at a cost of SI for 
300. 

Under the new system, per- 
sons sending cigarettes to the 
armed forces in Italy should 
order cigarettes as at present 
from tobacconists or tobacco 
companies. The sender will be 
relieved of any possibility of 
loss. The post office department 
will assume the rcsponsibilty for 
any loss. 

About the only change in the 
present ordering procedure is 
that not more than 300 cigar- 
ettes at a time may be sent by 
one individual. This does not 
apply to organizations or 
societies sending cigarettes in 
bulk for distribution to the 
troops in general.

We had run Into n few well con- 
cealed German machine-gun nests 
along the road and there I was with 
my two men at the head of the 
battalion and no weapons with us, 
as w« can't very well carry them 
while working on the mines. How- 
ever, we laid low and the rifle 
rompnny hoys cnnin up and. sur- 
rounding tho place, they shot it 
out and soon we had seven Ger- 
man prisoner*, one of them wound* 
erl in the shoulder.

Saskatchewan's fanners have elected a C.C-F. 
government. It is evident either that they are 
satisfied that their own representatives will not 
take their farms from them or that they would 
be happy if someone would take their farms 
from them. Agnes Macphail, speaking in New- 
market recently, told of a poor lady with a large 
family who, following a C.C.F. meeting, asked 
one of the speakers; M Is it tme that the C.C-F. 
is going to take our children from us?" 

"Why, of course not, madam," said the C.C.F. 
speaker. "Oh,** sighed the disappointed woman, 
"I knew it wa3 too good to be true.** 

Miss Macphail thought that many farmers 
knew that the allegation that the C.C.F. would 
take their farms from them was "too good to 
be true." 

There are some extremist remarks, promises 
or threats made on behalf of the C.C.F, and 
there is a great deal of extremist anti-C.C.F. 
propaganda. The Saskatchewan election, if it 



indicates anything, would seem to mean that the 
public is not goin^ to judge llic C.C.F. on the 
extremist remarks made for or against iL 

The issue presented by the C.C.F. is whether 
or not private business is to be controlled, and 
whether or not our economic life is to Ik? 
planned. It is not an easy question to which to 
give a yes or no answer, and it is not likely that 
there will be a yes or no answer. The older 
parties are admitting a great part of the popular 
social and economic viewpoint which the C.C.F. 
represents/ and as a result they are likely to 

keep the C.C.F. a minority party at the next 
dominion . election. 

The three parties would seem to tte in much 
the same predicament. A bare majority of seats 

would be 125, but that is a high proportion of 
the 180 othcr-than-Quebec seats for any parly to 
achieve. The Liberal party, which the HM3 
Ontario election put in third position in this 
province, can hope to win some seats in Quebec, 
and the other two parties can hope for the 
election of Quebec groups which would give 
them support. 

Our thought is that in the next dominion 
election no party is likely to achieve a majority 
and tha/ thc P art >* which forms a government 
wilt have to yield a good deal to the viewpoint 
of the other parties. The result would be that 
Canada would ■'muddle through" in traditional 
British fashion, taking a middle-of-the-road 
course and answering neither yes nor no to the 
question of a planned economy. 

The party which gains power, whether it be 
with a clear majority or with the support of 
another party or group, will be committed to 
the maintenance of a high level of employment, 
to a widened social security, to a better standard 
of living for the farmer, and to an external 
policy of co-operation with other nations in the 
encouragement of trade and the maintenance of 

world peace.

that a liberal application of the 
birch rod is a panacea for the 
juvenile problem. Time atone, 
ho wo ver. proves that brutality 
accomplishes nothing. 

Some people blame this condition 
on lack of religious teaching in the 
schools. Nevertheless, juvenile 
delinquency Is just as prevalent in 
sections of the country where 
religion has been inaugurated Into 
the school curriculum; hence, relig- 
ious teaching In « the school Is 
obviously not the answer. 

Another suggestion that has merit 
Is home training. Home training 
is an essentiality but by no means 
a cure-all; home training at best is 
a selfish approach. On one hand. 
we may have 50 mothers who must 
stretch their mothering on to five 
or ten children. On the other hand, 
we may have one mother who has 
both time and means to produce a 
model boy. Sooner or later, the 
fortunate mother will be forced to 
turn her model boy among those 
of the less fortunate mothers. The 
result Is like putting a firm rosy 
apple into a barrel of bad ones. 
Another drawback to home training 
Is simply a lack of homes. Can 
love of home on the child";? part 
and patience and understanding on 
the mother's be developed In dilapi- 
dated shacks or in two crowded 
rooms on the top floor? Beauty of 
surroundings creates beauty of soul. 

Canadian mothers must extend 
their motherliness from the narrow 
home training Idea to the broader 
social sphere. We must att work 
together to establish public nurs- 
eries, kindergartens, playgrounds, 
and all kindred projects which will 
provide a proper environment. In 
any event, why punish the chltdren 
for our own delinquency?

Twenty-four-year-old Lloyd 
V. Chadburn, D.S.O. and Bar, 
D.F.C., son of Mrs. Frank Allen, 
Aurora, died of injuries suffered 
in a low-level raid during the 
invasion of France. 

He was buried at Benouville, 

France. 

Lloyd Chadburn's war record 
was a brilliant series of success- 
es. He was born in Montreal, 
attended Aurora high school and 
Northern Vocational school, Tor- 
onto, worked in a bank and for 
a tea company, took a job 
"ferrying" cars from Oshawa to 
Toronto. 

Enlisting in the R.G.A.F., he 
received his wings at Uplands 
(Ottawa) in the autumn of 
1940. He was a. member of the 
first class to graduate under the 
British Commonwealth air train- 
ing plan, the first Auroran to 
win his wings and the first Au- 
rora airman to go overseas. He 
went overseas in November, 
1940, and made his first opera- 
tional* flight jn March, 1941. 

A fighter pilot, he was credit- 
ed with 14 German aircraft, an 
E-boat, an E-boat and a German 
destroyer damaged. His 4, City 
of Oshawa" squadron became 
famous. 

He received the D.F.C. for his 
part at Dieppe, the D.S.O. last 
August for his leadership, skill 
and fighting spirit, and the bar 
to the D.S.O. in January of this 
year. He had three years of 
combat work. 

His squadron participated in 
the attack on the Schamhorst 
and Gneisenau when they ran 
through the English channel. He 
was an expert in train-busting, 
ship-busting and escort work.

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Inst 1 year his squadron had out- 
scored nil other squadrons opera- 1 
ting from Britain, with 44 enemy 
planes shot down and not a 
single pilot lost.

When he re- 
turned to Britain it wns to go 
back to a desk job handling 
two squadrons, but he wanted to
